BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) INTRODUCED DRAFT RES ON KOREAN ITEM 
WHICH HIS DEL PROPOSED IN COMITE 1 LAST YEAR. SYG'S RECOMMENDATIONS 
RELATING TO ORGANIZATION OF SESSION (A/BUR/182 AND ADD. 1), 

INCLUDING SETTING DEC. 17 AS CLOSING DATE, WERE APPROVED. 

GC TO TAKE UP ALLOCATION OF ITEMS SEPT. 20. 

IT WAS AGREED, AT IVORY COAST’S SUGGESTION, TO DELETE ITEM 26, 

"ILLEGAL OCCUPATION BY PORTUGUESE MILITARY FORCES OF CERTAIN 
SECTORS OF REPUBLIC OF GUINEA BISSAU AND ACTS OF AGGRESSION 
COMMITTED BY THEM AGAINST PEOPLE OF REPUBLIC." COMITE RECOMMENDED 
THAT ITEM 85, "FINANCING OF UNEF," BY REWORDED AS FOLLOWS: 

"FINANCING OF UNEF AND OF UNDOF." 

SOVIET PROPOSAL TO DELETE ITEM 94, "REVIEW OF ROLE OF ICJ,” 

WAS REJECTED 3(IRAQ, MONGOLIA, USSR)-17-4(CHINA, MALL 
ROMANIA, YUGOSLAVIA). MALIK (USSR) HAD MADE PROPOSAL, AND 
AMB BENNETT AND RICHARD (UK) SPOKE IN OPPOSITION TO DELETION. 
ANOTHER SOVIET PROPOSAL TO DELETE ITEM 96, "NEED TO CONSIDER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUGGESTION REGARDING REVIEW OF UN CHARTER," ALSO REJECTED 
3(EE’S)-19-2(FRANCE, IRAQ). MALIK EXPLAINED OPPOSITION BY 
EXPRESSING FEAR ATTEMPTS TO REVIEW CHARTER MIGHT DOOM UN TO

AND HE PROPOSED IT BE PLACED ON PROVISIONAL AGENDA OF 31ST 
GA. COMITE AGREED TO DEFERRAL. 

SOVIET REP PROPOSED DELETING ITEM 101, "QUESTION OF ESTABLISHMENT. 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH CONVENTION ON REDUCTION OF STATELESSNESS, OF 
BODY TO WHICH PERSONS CLAIMING BENEFIT OF CONVENTION MAY APPLY," 
WHICH SYG HAD PROPOSED. UK REP BELIEVED SYG HAD DONE WHAT 
HE WAS OBLIGED TO DO UNDER CONVENTION. SOVIET MOTION REJECTED 
2(MONGOLLA, USSR)-16-5(CHINA, FRANCE, IRAQ, LEBANON, ROMANIA). 

THERE WAS NO OBJECTION TO FRENCH REP'S REQUEST FOR PRIORITY 
FOR ITEM 104, "STATUS OF EEC IN GA." 

- KOREAN ITEMS - 

FOLLOWING PRES S SUGGESTION TWO KOREAN ITEMS BE CONSIDERED AT 
SAME TIME, ALGERIAN REP RAHAL SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF ITEM 106, 
"WITHDRAWAL ALL FOREIGN TROOPS STATIONED IN SOUTH KOREA UNDER 
UN FLAG." CHINESE REP SUPPORTED INSCRIPTION AS "CORRECT AND 
REASONABLE," AND CHARGED THAT PROLONGED MILITARY INTERVENTION 
IN KOREA OF BIG POWER IN NAME OF UN WAS DISGRACE TO UN. ITEM 
PROPOSED BY US AND OTHERS WAS OBVIOUSLY DESIGNED TO DELAY 
SETTLEMENT AND OBSTRUCT PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION, HE SAID, ADDING 
US INSISTENCE ON REFERRING QUESTION OF UNC TO SC WOULD BE TO 
INVOLVE BIG POWER VETO. CHINESE PEOPLES VOLUNTEERS WITHDREW 
16 YEARS AGO, BUT US TROOPS STILL HUNG ON AND US ALL ALONG 
HAD BEEN VIOLATING PROVISIONS OF ARMISTICE AGREEMENT 
CONCERNING WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS. HE FIRMLY OPPOSED COMBINING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TWO ITEMS, SINCE THEY WERE DIAMETRICALLY OPPOSITE IN THEIR 
OBJECTIVES. 

ROMANIAN FONMIN SAID PRESENCE OF FOREIGN TROOPS UNDER UN FLAG 
CONSTITUTED INTERVENTION IN AFFAIRS OF STATE AND UN MUST 
ASSUME CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE REGARDING UNIFICATION. YUGOSLAV 
REP ALSO SUPPORTED INSCRIPTION. ISSRAELYAN (USSR) SAID UN 
COULD NOT REMAIN SILENT TO PRESENCE OF US TROOPS WHICH WERE 
PREVENTING REUNIFICATION OF KOREA. UK REP RICHARD SUGGESTED

AND FRG, AND OPPOSED BY MONGOLIA AND USSR. AMB BENNETT HAD

TROOPS FROM KOREA BUT SUPPORTED MERGER. PRES BOUTEFLIKA 
AT ONE POINT COMMENTED STRESS SHOULD BE ON POSITIVE ASPECTS 
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OF STATEMENTS, RATHER THAN NEGATIVE ONES. UK REP 
AGREED TO PRES S PROPOSAL THAT COMITE DECIDE ON INCLUSION OF 
ITEM 106 (HOSTILE), THEN 110 (FRIENDLY), AND THEN WHETHER 
TO MERGE THEM. 

VOTE ON INCLUDING ITEM 106 WAS 16-0-7(CAR, FRG, HAITI, 

NICARAGUA, PHILIPPINES. US, UK), AND ON INCLUDING ITEM 1 10, 

16-6(CHINA, IRAQ, MONGOLIA, ROMANIA, USSR, YUGOSLAVIA)- 1 (MALI). 

UK REP THEN RECALLED HIS PROPOSAL TO MERGE ITEMS UNDER TITLE 
"QUESTION OF KOREA." PRES REPLIED THAT AS RESULT OF PREVIOUS VOTE 
HE COULD ONLY PROCEED BY PLACING BOTH ITEMS UNDER THAT GENERAL 
HEADING, AND THAT FORM WAS THEN ADOPTED 9(US, UK, CAR,

LEBANESE REP GHORRA STATED QUESTION OF PALESTINE HAD NOT BEEN 
DISCUSSED SEPARATELY IN ITS POLITICAL CONTEXT, 

PALESTINIANS HAD RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND TO RETURN 
TO THEIR HOMES AND PROPERTY, AND UN COULD NO LONGER IGNORE ITS 
RESPONSIBILITY TOWARD PALESTINE AND ITS PEOPLE. TEKOAH (ISRAEL) 
OPPOSED INSCRIPTION ON GROUNDS ITEM WOULD BE PREJUDICIAL TO PURPOSES 
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AND PRINCIPLES OF CHARTER AND DETRIMENTAL TO PEACE EFFORTS. 

REQUEST FOR INCLUSION WAS MADE BY ARAB LEAGUE BUT 
INITIATED BY PLO, WHOSE GOAL WAS DESTRUCTION OF UN MEMBER 
STATE. PLO WAS SEEKING MEANS OF OBTAINING INTERNATIONAL 
RECOGNITION ALSO. MEGUID (EGYPT) WAS CRITICAL OF ISRAELI 
REP'S INTERVENTION, STATED THERE WAS NEED TO CONFINE STATEMENTS 
TO PROCEDURAL MATTERS, AND STRESSED PALESTINE QUESTION 
BECOMING INCREASINGLY URGENT. STATEMENTS ON PALESTINE 
QUESTION AND RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND IN SUPPORT OF 
INSCRIPTION OF ITEM WERE MADE BY REPS YUGOSLAVIA, ALGERIA, USSR 
AND ROMANIA. COMITE THEN RECOMMENDED WITHOUT VOTE INCLUSION OF 
ITEM. 

- CYPRUS ITEM - 

TURKISH REP OLCAY OBJECTED TO MANNER IN WHICH EFFORT WAS BEING 
MADE BY "DUBIOUS PERSONS" TO PLACE "QUESTION OF CYPRUS" ON 
AGENDA AT "MOST INAPPROPRIATE TIME." PERSONS WHO SOUGHT TO DO SO 
COULD ONLY REPRESENT PART OF CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, AND HE ASKED 
WHETHER THEY REPRESENTED CLERIDES, MAKARIOS OR SAMPSON. HE 
SAID GA COULD NOT CONSIDER QUESTION BECAUSE IT 
REMAINED ON SC AGENDA, RESOLUTION WAS UNDER WAY BY PARTIES 
CONCERNED, AND PROPOSAL WOULD UNDERMINE VALUABLE EFFORTS OF SYG 
IN CYPRUS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) DECLARED MILITARILY STRONG 
COUNTRY WITH POWERFUL ALLIES ATTACKED AND DESTROYED SMALL 
NON-ALIGNED COUNTRY: TURKS WON VICTORY, BUT IT WAS 
AGAINST CHARTER AND PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW; 

AND WHOLE PROBLEM NEEDED TO BE STUDIED BY GA. INCLUSION OF 
ITEM HAD FULL SUPPORT OF MAKARIOS AND CLERIDES, HE ADDED. 

SAHOVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) THOUGHT GA DEBATE COULD HELP PROMOTE SOLUTION. 
KARAM (IRAQ) DID NOT OBJECT TO INCLUSION BUT NOTED UNDER 
TERMS OF CHARTER GA COULD NOT DEAL WITH SITUATION AS IT CAME 
WITHIN SC'S POWERS. HE WOULD ABSTAIN IN ANY VOTE. CARANICAS (GREECE) 

THOUGHT GA DEBATE MIGHT THROW MORE LIGHT ON WHOLE QUESTION 
AND THUS BENEFIT WORLD. AFTER OLCAY REPLIED TO ROSSIDES, 

ISSRAELYAN (USSR STATED GA SHOULD OPPOSE DISCUSSION OF 
QUESTION WITHIN NARROW CONTEXT OF NATO AND HAVE IT 
TAKEN UP IN FORUM REFLECTING POLITICAL FACE OF PRESENT-DAY 
WORLD. INSCRIPTION OF ITEM WAS RECOMMENDED WITHOUT 
VOTE. 

APARTHEID COMITE - 

CHAIRMAN OGBU (NIGERIA) TOLD COMITE SEPT. 19 AFRICAN GROUP 
RECEIVED DIRECTIVE FROM OAU TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE "TO 
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GET SOUTH AFRICA REMOVED FROM UN" IF IT DID NOT CHANGE ITS 
POLICIES. EXACT STRATEGY HAD NOT YET BEEN WORKED OUT, AND HE DID NOT 
KNOW WHAT INTERPRETATION OF CURRENT GA PRES WOULD BE ON VOTE 
AGAINST ACCEPTING SA REPS' CREDENTIALS. OGBU ALSO REPORTED 
ON "VERY WORTHWHILE" MISSIONS THIS YEAR TO FRANCE, 

JAPAN AND NEW ZEALAND, AND SAID DIALOGUE WHICH HAS 

BEEN INITIATED WITH MAIN TRADING PARTNERS OF SOUTH AFRICA 

WILL NEED TO BE CONTINUED. HE EXPRESSED SATISFACTION IN PARTICULAR 

AT "VERY FRIENDLY AND USEFUL" DISCUSSIONS IN JAPAN, SAID INVITATION 

ALSO 

RECEIVED FROM AUSTRALIA, AND NOTED WASHINGTON MISSION 
STILL PENDING AND DATES WOULD HAVE TO BE DECIDED SOON. 

NOKWE, OF ANC, SUGGESTED REPS OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS COULD ACCOMPANY 
COMITE DELS ON FUTURE MISSIONS. COMITE DECIDED TO RECOMMEND 
THAT SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE INVITE REPS OF ANC TO 
PARTICIPATE IN ITS DEBATES ON APARTHEID AS OBSERVERS.
